A commitment to environ¬ 
mental sustainability has earned 
the Wine Visitor and Education 
Centre at Niagara College 
Carbonzero certified status, mak¬ 
ing it the first educational facility 
in Canada to attain the carbon- 
neutral designation. 

The facility at the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake campus marked its 
exciting environmental achieve¬ 
ment Monday. 

is a key strategic priority for us. 
We offer comprehensive pro¬ 
grams in environmental educa¬ 
tion, and we support a region 
that is looking to renewable tech¬ 
nologies as a key economic 
opportunity. It’s important that 
we lead by example through 
innovation and build a responsi¬ 
ble, sustainable college commu¬ 
nity,” said Dan Patterson, presi¬ 
dent of Niagara College. 

The Wine Visitor and 
Education Centre (WVEC) 
earned its status with help from 
Walker Environmental Group. 

The certification indicates 
that the carbon emissions result¬ 
ing from the operations of the 
educational facility have been 
quantified, audited and offset 
through a partnership with 
Walker Industries.

"We appreciate the 
opportunity to work with 
students to quantify the 
facility’s greenhouse gas 
impact, identify energy effi¬ 
ciency opportunities and 
using carbon as a driver for 
continuous environmental 
improvement,” said Kristen 
Groody, manager of busi¬ 
ness support for the Walker 
Environmental Group. 

At an event held Monday 
the college celebrated the 
NOTL facility Carbonzero 
certification as well as the 
college’s partnership with 
Walker Industries. 

The college has been 
working with Integrated 
Municipal Services, a divi¬ 
sion of Walker Industries, 
which has created a carbon 
neutral building service 
with the vision of making 
sustainable building opera¬ 
tions more accessible and 


practical for small to medi¬ 
um-sized businesses and 
organizations. 

“We are honoured to 
welcome the WVEC as the 
first Carbonzero certified 
educational institution in 
Canada. The college’s dili¬ 
gent approach to sustain¬ 
ability and its commitment 
to the environment will 
continue to put it on the 
map as a high quality desti¬ 
nation for post secondary 
education for many years 
to come,” said Dan Fraleigh, 

In November 2009, 
Niagara College’s WVEC 
opened as the first on-cam- 
pus facility of its kind in 
Ontario. It is home to the 
Niagara College Teaching 
Winery, the first commer¬ 
cial teaching winery in 
Canada. 

The 8,500 square-foot 
facility is a state-of-the-art 
centre for education and 



applied learning in wine 
and viticulture for stu¬ 
dents and the public. 

The carbon-neutral 
certification is the latest 
Niagara College initiative 
aimed at reducing the col¬ 
lege’s environmental 
impact. 

In 2011, the college set 
five sustainability targets 
for the next five years: to 
cut paper consumption by 
half; achieve a 65 per cent 
diversion rate for waste 
(achieved in 2012); 
achieve a 10 per cent 
reduction in greenhouse 
gas emissions and a five 
per cent reduction in

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Saying goodbye 
to familiar faces

St Davids has undergone 
a lot of changes over the past 
40 years, but one thing 
remained the same, the 
familiar face ofTami Lepp at 
the St Davids Post Office. 

Her decision to retire 
didn’t come lightly, but after 
her husband, who she also 
describes as her best friend 
and love of her life, had a 
heart attack and unexpected 
open heart surgery in 
October, she decided it was 
time to retire to spend more 
time with him. 

"I have very mixed emo¬ 
tions about my last day. I’m 
sad to say goodbye to every¬ 
one,” she said. 

Lepp started at the post 
office while in high school, 
sorting mail at 7 a.m. She 
went back after school and 
worked Saturdays and every 
summer. 

It was in 1978 that she 
became Postmaster of St. 
Davids Post Office, and kept 
that position for the next 35 
years. 

The village of St. Davids 
has changed a lot since she 
began, she said—it has 
grown quite a bit, with a lot 
of new developments. 

When she began at St. 
Davids there were 260 post 
office boxes—now they are 
at their capacity of 630. 

When she started at the 
post office there was no 
phone, no computers and 
she was left by herself with 
no formal training. They did 


however, receive a tele¬ 
phone about a year after she 
started and upgraded to a 
computer system about five 
years ago. 

"It’s made everything a 
lot easier. We had to do 


then, even licking the 
stamps,” she said. 

Because of her extensive 
knowledge she was sent out 
of the office many times to 
train others and act as a 
temporary supervisor. 

But despite her other 
ventures she always returned 
to being postmaster at St. 
Davids. 

“It was my favourite job. I 
always enjoyed the children. 
They always knew I had a 
sucker for them. I’ve made a 
lot of friends here and I will 
miss the customers. Many 
of them have become 
friends," she said. 

Lepp has been handing 
out suckers to children for 
two generations now. 

She has also given tours 
for children, explaining how 
the post office works, and 
spent time before Christmas 
responding to Santa letters. 

Lepp, who lives in St. 
Davids, married her hus¬ 
band 35 years ago and has 
two daughters and a grand¬ 
son, Joshie, three. She will 
be spending more time with 
them during her retirement 

"We have a place in 
Florida, so we’re hoping to 
spend more time there too,” 
she said. 

She also plans to volun¬ 
teer and enjoy her hobbies 
of swimming, walking, golf-

In respect of the hard 
work by many health pro¬ 
fessionals, to the senior 
resident who is looking for 
assistance the pathway to 
resources is daunting, and 
the barriers of acronyms 
and health-care language 
are often too much to deal 


with. 

Most seniors I’ve talked 
with recently don't want 
help. They need access to 
resources that will allow 
them to maintain their 
independence and dignity. 

Recently I met with 
Patricia Regier, who is the 
Safety at Home Program 
Manager with Community 
Support Services Niagara 
(CSSN). 

“It is important for peo¬ 
ple to stay independent and 
live at home as long as pos¬ 
sible," she said. 

"The Safety at Home 
program gives information 
to help people stay healthy, 
safe and strong. It is all 
about choices, not about 
doing things easier, but 
smarter, by planning 


When adult children are 
trying to help their aging 
parents stay safe at home it 
is important to remember 
that people have the ‘right 
to risk’ and can often still 
make these choices for 
themselves. The best sup¬ 
port families can give is to 
respectfully support when a 
senior is ready to choose to 
make changes. 

“It’s very important for 
older adults to get the prop¬ 
er assessment in order to 
connect to resources to 
maintain mobility and 
independence," says 

"Good information leads 
to good options. Navigating 
the healthcare system can 
be complicated and some¬ 
times people can have dif¬ 
ficulty knowing the right 


language to access the 
proper resources.” 

Two key avenues of 
resources for seniors in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake are 
Information Niagara (211) 
and Community Support 
Services Niagara (CSSN). 

Dialing 211 will put you 
in touch with a real person 
who has access to a huge 
database of local resources 
and information. 

CSSN has many different 
programs to offer seniors so 
they may remain indepen¬ 
dent in their homes. CSSN 
can be accessed either 
online www.cssn.on.ca or 
by phoning 905-682-3800.

This was the prayer Bridie 
McCann asked her dad to 
read for her at the celebra¬ 
tion of her life, and it was 
appropriate in so many 

It is, of course, Irish, and 
Bridie's name alone is a tes¬ 
tament to her proud heri¬ 
tage. 

But more than that, Bridie 
was a beautiful young 
woman who to many 
seemed larger than life,

strong, unstoppable, indom¬ 
itable, irrepressible. 

Impossible to picture her 
gone. So much easier to 
imagine her in the wind that 
blows, the rain that falls, the 
star that shines. 

She did so much more in 
her 36 years than many of us 
will do in a lifetime, and 
what she undertook to do, 
she did well. 

She was a swimmer—a 
very good swimmer—and 
coached youngsters, pass¬ 
ing on her love of the sport. 
She was a teacher, and an 
adventurer. She loved to 
travel, and had visited more 
than 15 countries. She loved 
to try new things—ziplining, 
kayaking, and most recently, 
kiteboarding. 


And in the many beauti¬ 
ful photos shown at the cel¬ 
ebration of her life Saturday, 
it was so, so obvious that she 
loved her family dearly. Her 
parents Pat and Hilda and 
her sister Brianne appeared 
in many of the photos with 
her, some shots of a growing 
family, many of her as a 
young adult enjoying adven¬ 
tures with her family. 

Bridie was taken quickly 
and cruelly by a very aggres¬ 
sive form of cancer. It 
seemed that one minute she 
was happy, healthy and 
active, getting on with her 
life, and the next minute she 
was gone. 

For Hilda and Pat, of 
course, there were many 
heart-wrenching moments 
in between as they cared for 
her, watching her energy 
and exuberance drain from 
her as the disease took over. 

She never lost her sense 
of humour, said Pat. 

But she lost her life to a 
disease that take far too 
many too soon. 

Pat and Hilda, both 
retired, had recently become 
involved in helping organize 
the Daffodil Gardens of 
Hope. Daffodils represent 
hope for all those living with 
cancer and their families, 


and the gardens planted 
throughout town honour 
those who have been 
touched by cancer. The 
plantings are also fundrais¬ 
ers for die Canadian Cancer 
Society. 

Hilda, says Debbie Eke, 
president of the local branch 
of the cancer society, also 
canvassed for last year's 
door-to-door campaign, and 
stood for hours outside one 
of the local grocery stores 
during the daffodil pin blitz, 
which has become an addi¬ 
tional fundraiser for the 
society. 

Eke, who helped support 
the McCanns by welcoming 
about 400 people who 
arrived at the Community 
Centre Saturday for the cel¬ 
ebration of Bridie's life, says 
she knew Bridie was ill, had 
surgery and was coming 
home for Christmas. 

"I had visions of her heal¬ 
ing and celebrating with her 
family," she said. 

Instead she received a 
call from Hilda, saying Bridie 
had passed away Dec. 23. 

Eke began her fourth year 
as president of the NOTL 
Branch in November. She 
hadn't planned another 
term, but there is, of course, 
a shortage of people willing 


to take on the job, and there 
is far too much work—im¬ 
portant work—to just walk 
away, she says. 

This February Eke will 
(God willing, she adds) mark 
her five year cancer-free 
anniversary. 

"Sadly, not everyone with 
cancer will be saved. But 
without everyone's help - 
cancer will continue to claim 
too many lives, ruin too 
many families and we will 
live in fear of this dreaded 
disease. Bridie's passing has 
re-energized my purpose 
and I realize that we cannot 
take a holiday from fighting 
cancer. With help and with 
volunteers, we can take con¬ 
trol of cancer and fight 
back," she says. 

"My mother always said 
"Deb - don't you ever start a 
fight... but finish it. Many, 
many years later her words 
have new meaning." 

As did the huge turnout 
at the celebration of Bridie's 
life, especially the large 
number of young people. 

"It was heart-breaking," 
says Eke, "but it was a trib¬ 
ute to a life well-lived." 

And a reminder that the 
fight isn't finished. 

While Hilda and Pat 
grieve, and attempt to heal 


and recover together from 
something no parent ever 
recovers from, there is some¬ 
thing we can all do to help. 

Yes, we can donate to the 
Canadian Cancer Society, in 
memory of Bridie, as Hilda 
and Pat requested. 

We can also become 
more active ourselves in 
helping to fight this terrible 

Volunteers are needed 
for the April door-to-door 
campaign—numbers were 
down last year, says Eke. 

Volunteers are also need¬ 
ed for the one-weekend daf¬ 
fodil blitz, to help organize 
the annual golf tournament, 
to drive cancer patients to 
hospital and doctor's 
appointments. 

The more volunteers 
contribute even an hour of 
their time, the lighter the 
load is for everyone, says 
Eke. 

This is something we can 
do, for Bridie, for her friends 
and family who now face a 
world without her, for all of 
those we love or have loved 
who have fought this partic¬ 
ular disease, for those whose 
lives and families have been 
impacted by cancer.

It's been a good year for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, says 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

He points to three major 
developments which got 


underway, any one of which 
would have been good news 
for the town. Together, they 
bode well for the future. 

One is, of course, the 
work that has begun on 
Glendale to prepare for the 
mega-mall, which will bring 
jobs and tax revenue to the 
region, not just Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, says Eke. 

The expansion to St. 
David's Hydroponics is also 
good news, proof of good 
business prospects in town, 
and the new RCMP marine 
security centre, where the 
steel frame is already up, is 


also good for the town, he 

Also exciting, he says, is 
the ongoing bicentennial. 

"I think people thought 
we had a year of bicenten¬ 
nial events, for 1812, and 
that was it. There is lots more 
to come. People need to 
realize the war went on until 
1814 and bicentennial events 
will continue to 2014. We 
have the Laura Secord walk 
in June and we're going to be 
experiencing an American 
occupation from May to 
December. Then of course 
there is the burning of the 
town. It's great that people 
are becoming interested in 
our history and what's to 

Eke says he's also looking 
forward to the development 
of the dock area plan and 
consultation about its devel¬ 


opment with the public. 

"We've had two work¬ 
shops and had some good 
feedback. We all seem on 
the same page with what 
we're looking for, something 
calm and quiet to enjoy the 
waterfront. But we'll need to 
define it with a little more 
detail. It's been talked about 
for many years. Now we 
have to work out the 
details." 

Eke says as he looks for¬ 
ward to 2013, he's pleased 
with the accomplishments 
of the past two years and 
with the working relation¬ 
ship with council. 

As the year drew to a 
close, he thanked his coun¬ 
cil members for their com¬ 
mitment, dedication and co¬ 
operation in implementing a 
number of council's strate¬ 
gic plan initiatives, which 


wouldn't have occurred 
without council's efforts to 
make them happen. 

''As Lord Mayor, I am very

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Levee offers warnings of events to come as bicentennial commemorations continue

The coming year will be 
an eventful one, promised 
former Brock University 
history professor Wesley 
Turner. 

The co-chair of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
adopted the persona of 
Ralfe Clench, born in 1762, 
to welcome in the New Year 
at Navy Hall and to warn of 
events that might unfold this 
year as the second year of 
the bicentennial is com¬ 
memorated. 

Clench, who fought at 
Queenston Heights during 
the War of 1812, was cap¬ 
tured by the Americans in 
1813 and released at the end 
of the war. 

"The Americans declared 
war last year and invaded us 
for no good reason that I 
could see," said Clench. 

"Unfortunately we lost 
two great men, Brock and 
Macdonell, but Major 
General Roger Shaeffe won 
the Battle of Queenston 
Heights for us." 

Clench was treated badly 
by the Americans, who 
abused their prisoners of 
war, he told a crowd of 
about 300 people gathered 
for the annual Levee orga¬ 
nized by the Friends of Fort 

He predicted the war 
would continue and told of 
some events to come, such 
as a defeat of the Americans 
at Beaverdams by native 
allies, in part thanks to a 
warning by "some brave 
woman from Queenston 
whose name I can't recol¬ 
lect—but I feel we will be 
hearing more of her," and 
spoke of teaching the US "a 
lesson they will not forget" 
in retaliation for their poor 
conduct when they left the 
area and burned the town. 

"It's not the kind of civi¬ 
lized war we're accustomed 
to but the Americans have

only themselves to blame," 
he said. 

For 1813, he wished for 
peace and the "restoration 
of good relationships with 
our neighbours," and 
although 1813 would not be 
a happy year, he said, "for 


2013 let me wish you a 
happy, healthy and prosper¬ 
ous year," a sentiment that 
was repeated by politicians 
of all levels on hand to 
pledge the traditional toasts 
to the sovereign and the 
country.

The year 2012 began with 
bicentennial commemora¬ 
tions, which continued 
throughout the summer, 
with a colourful tall ships 
mock-1812 landing off the 
shore of Queen's Royal Park 

Activities throughout the 
day and evening included an 
1812 batde re-enactment at 
Fort George and a sailors 
encampment at Navy Hall. 

July was Councillor 
Martin Mazza's his first infor¬ 
mal open house, which 


attracted a good crowd and a 
healthy discussion about 
several issues. But he later 
found himself in hot water 
with some council members 
for emailing a report to fol¬ 
lowers that he was prevented 
from presenting at council. 

Although we'd heard how

It was a hot summer, so 
the news that the youth of 
NOTL would have a new way 
to cool off was welcome, as 
the town approved a final 
design for a Virgil splashpad, 
with a pavilion, and com¬ 
pletely accessible wash¬ 
rooms, change rooms and 
play components.

In September, the town 
held a public meeting to 
allow residents to have their 
say about a draft bylaw that 
would give the jet boat oper¬ 
ation a 10-year lease of the 
Melville Street dock. The 
main objection heard at the 
meeting was that 10 years 
was too long, and when the 
final lease was approved by 
council, it had a two-year 
escape clause that would 
allow either the town or the 
jet boat company to give the 
other side two years notice 
to opt out of the deal. 

October began with good 
news on two fronts. The town 
hall renovation was com¬ 


plete, simplifying visits for 
residents, but the really good 
news was the announce¬ 
ment of federal and provin¬ 
cial funding for a $43 million 
sewage treatment plant to 
replace the outdated 
Lakeshore Road facility. 

But the really, really big 
news in October was the 
huge success of the Battle of 
Queenston Heights re-en¬ 
actment. Organized by the 
Friends of Fort George, the 
event drew a crowd of about 
15,000 who watched 1,000 
re-enactors put on a spec¬ 
tacular show and made his¬ 
tory come alive with can¬ 
nons, muskets and pyrotech- 

Also good news before 


the month ended was the 
release of a consultant's 
report on rural road safety in 
NOTL. 

In addition to the fact that 
the consultant could point to 
a decrease in the number of 
serious and fatal collisions 
since the Town began focus¬ 
ing on road safety, the report 
also said that most of the 
measures that would nor¬ 
mally be recommended were 
already in place—in other 
words, with its own task force 
and an on-the-ball public 
works department, the Town 
has done a great job of mak¬ 
ing its rural roads safe.

There were just a few 
minor suggestions the con¬ 
sultant could make regard¬ 
ing specific measures that 
the town could look at, and 
acoupleofmajorinfrastruc- 
ture improvements that 
could be made during 
future roadreconstructions. 

In November, we learned 
that the region is consider¬ 
ing two traffic roundabouts 
in NOTL, one at Niagara 
Stone Road and Concession 
6 the other at Niagara Stone 
Road and Airport Road. 
There wiU be time for public 
input before they are con¬ 


firmed, regional chair Gary 
Burroughs promised. 

We heard in November 
that the Town accounting 
staff was working toward a 
zero-increase budget. In the 
end, a small increase was 
approved. 

Before the month was 
over the Town experienced 
a serious collision at 
Concession 1 and Line 3. 
The driver crossing Line 3 in 
a Honda Civic suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries, and was 
charged for failing to yield 
to oncoming traffic on 
Concession 1, a flatbed 
truck. 

The month ended with a 


beautiful Candlelight Stroll, 
the money raised going to a 
local family with six boys 
who have come to Canada 
recently from Colombia. 

In December, several 
organizations andbusiness- 
es showed their generosity 
by donating to Newark 
Neighbours. 

There are only a small 
number of families who 
need help at Christmas in 
NOTL, but for those 35 to 40 
families, Newark gets them 
through a difficult time with 
food and gifts for each fam¬ 
ily member.
